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THE particular Object for which I laſt Year moved for a Variety of 
Accounts relative to the Revenues and Charges of the Britiſh Ter- 
ritories in India, and to the State of the Eaſt-India Company's Trade, _ 
being preparatory to a general Arrangement in which the reſpective Intereſts 
of the Public and the Company were to be adjuſted, it became neceſſary for 
me to extend my Obſervations to the Situation of the Company's Affairs in 
general, and to the Eſtimates laid before the Committee, to ſhew what annual 
Surplus might be expected to reſult from the Whole of the Revenues and 
Trade, applicable to the Benefit of the Proprietors, of India Stock, and of the 
Public. On that Inveſtigation, the pecuniary Arrangements in the Act paſſed 

laſt Seſſion for the Renewal of the Company's Charter were founded; and I 
have the Satisfaction now to reflect, that every Statement which has ſince been 


brought under my Conſideration, has juſtified the Expectations I entertained 
from the Meaſures I then recommended to the Adoption of Parliament. 


In bringing before the Committee the State of the Eaſt-India Company's 
Affairs, I have uſually confined my Remarks to the Receipts, Expences, and 
Debts, at the ſeveral Preſidencies in India; but the Arrangement made laſt 
Year, by which the Public are to participate in the Surplus ariſing both from 
the Revenues and Trade, renders it neceſſary for me to examine equally the 
Situation of their Affairs at Home and Abroad, I ſhall therefore briefly 
ſtate, as far as the Accounts enable me, the actual Receipt and Charges 
of the Settlements in India for the laſt Year, ending in April 1793, compared 
with the Eſtimates made thereof by the reſpective Governments, and alſo 

with the Eſtimates laid before the Committee laſt Seſſion, on which the 
Reſolutions then agreed to by this Houſe were founded. In like Man- 
ner, I ſhall ſtate the Accounts of the Receipts and Charges at Home, 
together with the Amount of Debts owing by, and Value of Aſſets belonging 
to the Company); and afterwards bring the Reſult of the Whole in one ge- 
neral Point of View. This Method I mean to follow on every occaſion ſo long 
as it ſhall be my Duty to bring the State of the Con pany's Affairs under the 
Conſideration of Parliament. For having recommended a Syſtem which has

We have only an Abſtract of 
the Receipts and Diſburſements for that Year, and 
an Abſtract of the Eſtimate for the following Year, 
as they were ſent by a foreign Ship. The Govern- 
ment there expected that the Swallow Packet would, 
after the Capture of Pondicherry, have been returned 
to Bengal, to take on board the ſeveral Statements | 
and general Books; but as this Veſſel came imme- 
diately from Madras, thoſe Accounts have probably 
been put on board ſome other Ship which is not 
arrived. When thoſe Statements, in detail, ſhall be 
received, ſome ſmall Corrections will probably be

Tux Accounts from this Preſidency are on the 
Whole very ſatisfactory. For, although the Drought 
in the Circars occaſioned a conſiderable Defalcation of 
Revenue in the laſt Year, below hat v. ad EAPECTEM 3 
yet, in other Inſtances, the Revenues exceeded the 
Eſtimate, and the Charges in general were regu- 
lated with a due Regard to Economy. The Reſult, 
therefore, on the Whole, preſents a more favorable 
Statement of the Affairs of this Preſidency than many 
I have formerly brought before the Committee, 


In ſtatingithe Revenues and Charges of this Goa 
vernment, it has been uſual with me, in conformity 
to the Accounts received from Bengal, and laid 
before this Houſe in 1787, to value the Pagoda at 
Four Current Rupees and a Quarter.

Amount,) as ſtated in the general Eſtimate of laſt 
Year, is no grievous Burden on the Country, and 
precludes every Apprehenſion of our Eſtimate not 
being realized in this Reſpe& + the moderate Sum 
alſo charged to the Nabob, both for his Subſidy 
and for his Creditors, ought to have the ſame Effect. 


The Land Revenues fell ſhort of the Eſtimate, by 


Pagodas 1,14,996. This was owing to the Drought 
and Famine in the Circars, by which ſome Diſtricts 


were ſo diſtreſſed as to require Aid, inſtead of being 
able to afford Revenue. But the greateſt Deficiency 
in the Receipts below the Eſtimate, was in the 
Amount ſtipulated to be paid by Tippoo, accordin 
to the Terms of the Treaty ; the Sum to be e. 
in that Year was computed at Pagodas 1506, 849, 
and the Amount actually received was Pagodas 
4582054, the Difference is Pagodas 10524, 795, or 
4.409, 918 leſs than ſtated in the Eſtimate.

A Part of this Sum, however, I muſt obſerve, to the Amount of £ 192,821 
was received in the Year from Tippoo Sultan, and a very large Collection 
was made from Tanjore, which Country is now reſtored to the Rajah ; but 
the Expences of managing this Country, on the other Hand, conſiderably 
encreaſed the Charges.

Two Millions Sterling. This Surplus, after allowing an adequate Amount for 
the Proviſion of Inveſtment and the Payment of Commercial Charges, would 
afford a conſiderable Sum to be applied to the Reduction of the Debts in India, 


In the Obſervations which I laſt Year offered to the Houſe, on the Statements 
reſpecting the future Produce of the Britiſh Territories in India, I enforced to 


the Conſideration of the Committee, the great Moderation with which the 
Eſtimates were formed, and expreſſed my decided Opinion that the Annual nett 
Revenues would in reality conſiderably exceed the Amount there ſtated.

The early Period at which it was neceſſary to

In this Eſtimate, therefore, the Sales are ſtated at 
only 2477, 231 more than the Amount of laſt Vear, LEE 
and nearly as large a Sum, as remained unpaid in 

March 1794, is allowed for the Amount expected to 
be unpaid at the Cloſe of the current Year; but, as 
that Stagnation in Commerce, which took place in 
the early Part of laſt Year, is now removed, the 
Sales may, probably, this Year, be conducted nearly 
as uſual, and not ſo large a Sum remain unpaid in 
March 1795, as above eſtimated. And with Reſpect to 
the Sales, the Circumſtances already mentioned, fully 
warrant the Expectation of their exceeding the Amount 
in laſt Vear; and that their Exceſs will at leaſt be equal 
to what is ſuppoſed in the preſent Eſtimate, is proved 
from the laſt Month's Sale, which 1s juſt cloſed : The 
actual Amount of almoſt every Article ſold in that 
Month having been more than the Eſtimate; and, in ; 
the Whole, exceeded it, by the Sum of £ 62,7 34+. This 
ſhews that the Eſtimate was formed with a proper De- 
gree of Caution; and as the commercial Credit of the 
Country is recovering from the Embarraſſments under 
which it laboured laſt Year, there is every Probability 
that the following Sales will be equally, if not more

The Charges, in the Articles of Freight, De- 
morage, &c. are ſtated at a very large Sum on 
account of the War.

But this Sum is far below 
what is neceſſary to be in the Treaſury, to anſwer 
the commercial Purpoſes of the Company ; it would, 
therefore, be impoſſible for them to pay off the large 
Sum of India Debt, becoming due in the 
Year, without further aid : and the ſame Policy 
which made it a wiſe Meaſure to keep up the Bond 
Debt at 2,000,000; for the Purpoſe of diſcharging 
a Million of India Debt laſt Year, affords a ſufficient 
| Reaſon for encreaſing it further, in the preſent 
Year, to accompliſh the ſame Purpoſe.

The nett Improvement in the Company's Affairs by 
Reduction of Debts, and Increaſe of Aſſets, after 
paying, or providing for the Payment of .

Svcn, therefore, has been the proſperous State of the Eaſt India Com- 
pany's Finances on the Whole, that notwithſtanding the Defalcation in 
the Sales at home, their Affairs appear better by £.1,669,749 in the preſent 
Accounts, than they did in the Statements laid before the Houſe laſt Year ; 
and this after providing for the Payment of £ 500,000 to Government. A con- 
ſiderable Part of this Improvement has undoubtedly ariſen from temporary 
Reſources, particularly the Sums received from, or owing by Tippoo Sultan; 
but independent of that Amount, the permanent Revenues were more pro— 
ductive than in preceding Years. And that thoſe Reſources will be equally, 
or indeed more productive in future, there is every Reaſon to expect from the 
flouriſhing State of the Company's Affairs in India. In whatever Point of 


View their Situation is conſidered, the Proſpect exceeds the moſt ſanguine 


Expectations, that could have been formed, when 1 firſt brought the annual 
Statements under the Conſideration of this Houſe. For this State of Proſperity, 
we ate greatly indebted to the Falour in the Field, and Wiſdom in the

Council of the illuſttious Character juſt returned from India to receive the 


Thanks of his Country ; a Tribute well earned by his indefatigable Exertions 
to promote its Intereſts. 


With reſpe& to the continuance of the preſent proſperous State of the 
Company's Affairs in the Eaſt, there is no doubt of its being permanent, 
as far as Stability in the Courſe of human Events can be promiſed. 


All the Poſſeſſions (the diſtant Iflands excepted) belonging to the only 


European Power in that Part from whom we could have any Apprehenſions 
of Danger, have been captured. The Alliance which ſubſiſted between this 
once formidable Rival and our powerful Indian Opponent, which has 
more than once brought our Poſſeſſions in the Carnatic to the Brink of Ruin, 
had already been diſſolved. And the effectual Check which, under the 
Conduct of the Marquis Cornwallis, had been given to the Myſorean Power, 
has ſince, under the ſame Auſpices, been followed by the total Annihila- 
tion of that of the French on the Continent of India. Tippoo, at length 
deſpairing of ever being able to accompliſh his once favorite Object of ex- 
pelling us from the Carnatic, and finding his Expectations of Aſſiſtance from 
the natural Enemy of Britain fruſtrated, is no longer miſled by the Machi- 
natiens of Individuals of that Nation. He finds it his true Intereſt to 
cultivate our Friendſhip, and the firſt Step has been the Fulfilment of his 
Engagements to us and our Allies. As the Victories obtained over this formi- 


dable Enemy, muſt have raiſed our Military Character in the Eyes of 


the Indian Powers, ſo has our exact adherence to the Engagements with 
them, eſtabliſhed the Opinion of our good Faith, Of this a diſtinguiſhed 
Inſtance was given by the Noble Marquis, a little before he left that Country, 
which, however great he be as a Warrior, and great as a Stateſman, ſheds 
additional Luſtre on his Judgment for the found Policy with which it was 
dictated. When it was found that the Inſtalments of the Amount to be paid 
by Tippoo towards the Expences of the War, were not delivered to the 
Mahrattahs and the Nizam with the ſame Punctuality as to us, his Lord- 
ſhip diſclaimed the Preference. However acceptable, (ſaid he) ſo large 
a Sum might be to us in the preſent Situation of our Affairs, I will not accept 
of the Money while you are in Arrears to the Nizam our Ally ;” and he 
accordingly ordered that the Company's Share ſhould not be reccived un- 
til the Allies were ſatisfied, This effectually checked all Tippoo's Hopes 
of exciting Diſſention between the Company and their Allies, and ſhewed 
that they were inflexibly determineU that the Terms of the Treaty ſhould be 
fulfilled ; and, in conſequence, he has ſince compleated his Engagements, 


It has been hinted alſo, that the Countries ceded by Tippoo would not be 
found of any conſiderable Value, and that the Eſtimates given were fallacious 
and enormouſly exaggerated, The Fact, however, has turned out, that the

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Countries, on the Eaſtern Side of Tippoo's remaining Dominions, have 

already produced even more than the Sums at which they were valued by him.

But it has not been only by the Brilliancy and Value of our Conqueſts, 
and by our punctual adherence to the Stipulations with our Allies, that the 
Britiſh Name has been raiſed to its preſent high Eſtimation in India, dur- 
ing the Adminiſtration of the Marquis Cornwallis : Equally qualified to-dire& 
the Operations of Civil Government, as to acquire Glory in the Field, he has 
ſuggeſted and carried into Execution a Variety of Plans for ameliorating the 
Situation of the numerous Inhabitants of thoſe Provinces ; the Adoption of 
which has been naturally followed ** the encreaſing We of the 
Country in general. | 


One of theſe Meaſures, for its Magnitude, deſerves particular Notice. It 
had long been under Contemplation to form a permanent Settlement with the 
Landholders under the Bengal Government, in order that by. knowing the 
utmoſt Demand to which their Lands would be liable, their Induſtry might 
be ſtimulated to make ſuch Improvements as would encreaſe the flouriſhing State 
of thoſe Provinces. Various Opinions were held reſpecting this Plan, and ſome 
if thoſe, who were beſt informed, doubted its Succeſs. The Opinion of the 
Noble Marquis was decidedly in its favor, and in this he was ſupported by 
the Gevernment at home. A Settlement was at length concluded with 
many of the principal Landholders for Ten Years, and the Particulars 
referred home for Approbation. On conſidering the Whole of the Subject, 
it appeared likely to give additional Efficacy to the Plan, if the Settlement 
were declared perpetual. Orders were accordingly ſent from home for that 
Purpoſe, which were immediately carried into Execution. At the ſame Time 
fome internal Duties, (the Sayer in particular) which were found oppreſ- 
ſive to the Inhabitants, were aboliſhed. The Adoption of theſe Meaſures 
occaſioned at firſt a Defalcation of the Revenues. But this did not excite 
much Alarm, the Progreſs of the Settlement was perſiſted in ; and it appears 
from the Papers now on your Table, that the Revenues in the Third - Year, 


under this Syſtem, have been as productive as the Average of any former 


Years gave us Reaſon to expect. With this the Proſperity of the Country has 
encreaſed, and with it another Source of Revenue, the Conſumption of Salt. 
The Receipts from this Article may now be ſtated as likely to amount to. 
about a Million Sterling per Annum. Indeed, in a Letter from the Secretary 
of the Bengal Government, dated z3oth September 1793, lately received, it is 
ſtated, that the Sale of Salt in 1793-4, would amount to One Crore, Two 
a | 1813 .

ieder Meaſure, which may be conſidered as the laſt Legacy leſt by the 
Noble Marquis to the People, on whom he had conferred ſo mauy Obliga- 
tions, will, by facilitating the Means of obtaining Juſtice to all our Subjects, 
tend to encreaſe the internal Proſperity of the Country, This is the Eſtabliſh- 
ment of Provincial Courts, ſeparate from the Collectorſhips. To theſe Courts 
the loweſt Ryots may appeal and obtain redreſs from any Oppreſſion of their 
Superiors, whether Native or European : whereas formerly they could only 
apply to the Collector, who, in ſome Cafes might be a Party concerned. As 
this Eſtabliſhmnt is attended with an additional Expence of Rupees 6,11,586, 
£ 61,1 58 per Annum, it muſt certainly prove to the Natives how attentive 
our Government there is to promote their Welfare. 


From this general Aſpect of the Britiſh Affairs in India, it naturally follow ; 


that the Confidence of the Natives in our Governments ſhould encreaſe, and 
that whatever is ſanctioned by their Authority, or.depending on their Security, 
ſhould riſe in Value, This has happened in an eminent Degree. In the 
courſe of the War, conſiderable Sums were raiſed by Loan, at Twelve per. 
Cent. Intereſt. Theſe Loans have been paid off, as alſo a large Amount of 
Bonds at Eight per Cent. and Promiſſory Notes bearing only Six per Cent. Inter- 
eſt, are now iſſued at Madras at Two and a Quarter per Cent. Premium. This 
Reduction of Intereſt will, of courſe, produce a conſiderable ſaving in the 
annual Expenditure, and in that Proportion encreaſe the Surplus Revenues 
of the Territories in India. It will probably be objected to me that though 
this is a Proof of the high State of the Company's Credit, it is no Proof of 
the general Proſperity of the Country: For it may happen from the 
declining State of Trade, &c. in a Country, that no Sources are open for the 
Employment of Money in a profitable Way, and therefore the monied Men 
are content to take whatever they can obtain, as preferring a {mall Intereſt to 
none. This however is not the Caſe with the Britiſh Poſſeſſions in India: 
The Depreciation of Inteieſt has not been occaſioned by the Poverty of the 
Country, but by means which have contributed to encreaſe its Proſperity. The 


Countries ceded to us on the Malabar Coaſt, afford new Sources of Inland 


and Coaſting Trade, and the Country Trade to China, perhaps, now excecds 
its Amount for many Years paſt. But the Influx of 6 or & 700,000 in Specie 
ſent out by the Directors, during the War, beſides conſiderable Sums carried 
out by Individuals to purchaſe Company's Paper, at a high Rate of Intereſt, 
together with upwards of a Million received from Tippoo Sultan, —amount- 
ing in the Whole to near Two Millions imported into our Territories in the 
Space of TWO Years, would form an Addition to the Capital in Specie, which 
no encreaſe of Trade that could be made in ſo ſhort a Time, would em 
ploy. The encteaſing Confidence in the Company's Government, alſo aug- 
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ments the Quantity of Specie in Circulation, as it induces the Natives, who, 
according to their old Prejudices, feared to ſhew their Wealth, leaſt it ſhould 
ſubje&t them to greater Exactions, now to bring forward their Hoards to 
purchaſe Land, or to improve the Property they already poſſeſs, and con- 


ſequently to encreaſe the general Proſperity of me Territories in India 
under our Protection. 


With Reſpect, therefore, to the general State of our Affairs in India, they 


fully anſwer, and, indeed, far exceed the Expectations which 1 held out to 
the Committee laſt Seſſion. 


_ +" | The Affairs of the Company at home, have undoubtedly been affected by 
the exiſting Circumftances of the "Times. This (as the Committee may 
perhaps recolle&) I laſt Year ſtated would, to a certain Degree, affect the 
| Calculations I then ſubmitted to the Committee; but I conceived that they 
would not experience any material Injury from Depredations on their Trade. 
But at a Time when Government have fitted out ſo large and formidable a 
Fleet, which requires an immenſe Supply of Naval Stores, thoſe Articles muſt 
be enhanced in Price, and the Expences of procuring Seamen muſt be con- 
ſiderably encreaſed. The Charges of Freight have, in NS ami been 
much greater than they would in a Period of Peace. 


The extenſive Shock which Commercial Credit felt at the Commencement 
of laſt Year, originating from Cauſes already ſufficiently explained to this 
Houſe, in its Conſequences neceſſarily affected the Eaſt- India Company. 
For though their Affairs were not immediately implicated in thoſe Cauſes, yet 
the numerous Failures reduced the Number of Buyers at their Sales, and conſe- 
quently, leſſened the Competition neceſſary to keep up the Prices of their Goods 
to the proper Standard. As the Prices of Britiſh manufactured Goods decreaſed, 
ſo muſt the Value of Eaſt-India Articles; for both, in a proportionate Degree, 
depend on each other. Hence the Sales in the laſt Year were leſs than their 
expected amount, and the Goods ſold at lower Prices. The good Effects of 
che Plan brought forward laſt Seſſion for the Relief of Commercial Credit, 
have been extenſively felt, and Trade has already begun to revive from its 
ſudden Depreſſion. Although one Market is neceſſarily ſhut againſt the Ad- 
miſſion of Britiſh or Eaſt-India Goods, others begin to open, and little doubt 
can be entertained but that the Company's Sales will immediately riſe ; and 
this Proſpe& has, as I have before obſerved, been already confirmed by the 

Amount of the firſt Month's Sale having exceeded the Eſtimate by £ 62, 734. 


It may probably be aſked, if the Company's Affairs are ſo proſperous abroad, 

and improving at home, why borxaw Money, why apply for Relief? To this 

| I anſwer that the Company only apply to Parliament for Leave to raiſe, 
; | | | ES on 
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on their own Credit, ſuch Sums as ſhall be requiſite to carry on their 
Affairs; an Indulgence to which they are fully entitled under the pre- 
ſent particular Circumſtances. When I propoſed the Arrangement be- 
ween the Public and the Company, it was certainly foreſeen, that the En- 
creaſe of Dividends to the Proprietors, and the Payments to Government, 
would reduce the Balance of Caſh in their Treaſury at home, or prevent ſo 
large an Amount of Debts being paid off as was eſtimated : but it was not fore- 
ſeen that the Shock, which our Commerce ſuſtained about that Period, would 
operate to leſſen the Sales to the Extent which took place ; nor that it would 
in conſequence be neceſſary to poſtpone a Part of the Sales, ſo that a larger 
Amount of the Goods ſold than uſual, would remain not paid for at the Cloſe of 
the Lear. In the annual Eſtimate laid before this Houſe in February 1793, it 
was computed, according to the large Sales eſtimated to be made from March 
1793, to March 1794, that £5,407,900 would be received in that Year 
for Goods ſold ; but they actually received, as per No. 23, only & 4,389,458; 
the Difference is £ 1,018,442, which I have already explained to ariſe partly 


from a falling off in the Sales, and partly from the large Amount of Goods , 


ſold not being paid for in the Year. A Defalcation to this Extent muſt 
certainly have occaſioned conſiderable Embarraſſment in fulfilling the Com- 
pany's Engagements, and it was only by the judicious Meaſure adopted laſt 
Year, of encreaſing their Capital, that they were : enabled to pay off £1,008, 637 
of India Debt, and £ 1,028,475 of Bonds. 


While the Arrangements, eſtabliſhed by the late Act, were under Diſcuſſion, 
Orders were ſent out to India, to put a Stop to the Transfer of Debt home, 
until the Terms ſhould be ſettled, and farther Directions given: Theſe Orders 
however, could not arrive in Time, to prevent Bills from being drawn in India, 
which, with thoſe then already arrived, amount to near Two Millions, 
becoming payable in the laſt and preſent Year. On conſidering the total 
Amount of the Debts owing by the Company, and of the Commercial and 
other Property belonging to them laſt Year, it appeared fully ſufficient on 
renewing the Charter for Twenty Years, to appropriate ſpecifically £ 500,000 
a Year to the Liquidation of the India Debt; for, that Sum would be ſuffi- 
cient to reduce the Debt as low as it would be prudent to reduce it, in about 
Half that Period. As therefore a Million became due laſt Year, and nearly tlie ſame 
Sum becomes due in the preſent, the Company could not be in preciſely the 
Situation ſuppoſed in the Act, namely, of being liable only to pay £ 500,000 
of India Debt per Annum, unleſs the Arrangement with the Public had been 
e for Two Years. 


But conſidering Ws great Improvement which had been made in the State 
of the cer s Affairs ſince the War, which ended 1 in, 1783, and how much 
| 1 more 
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more valuable the Poſſeſſions in India were rendered by the ſucceſsful Termi- 
nation of the War with Tippoo Sultan, I had no heſitation in deciding that 
the Proprietors, whoſe Capital had ſtood the Riſk of any unfavorable Turn 
which their Aﬀairs might have taken dering that Period, had a Right toex pect an 


immediate Inereaſe of Intereſt on that Capital: And that it would not be equi- 


table for the Public to forego their Share of Participation in the Revenues of 
India for Two Years, becauſe ſo large an Amount of Debt from thence 
might become payable at home in thoſe Vears. For if the ordinary Receipts ſhould 
not be adequate to diſcharge theſe Debts, together with the other Payments, 


it would only be neceſſary to encreaſe another Species of Debt at a lower 


Intereſt, to pay off the transferred Debt: and that is what I now propoſe to 
the Committee that the Company ſhould be enabled to do. -In doing this it 
muſt be obſerved, that the Directions of the late Act in this Reſpe& will be 
ſtrictly complied with, as the Debt transferred from India will be paid off 
equally as much as the Bond Debt is propoſed to be encreaſed in the preſent 
Year. With Reſpect to the following Year, we know not the Amount of Bills 
that will become payable; and, under the preſent Circumſtances, it is difficult to 
determine to what Extent the Governments abroad ſhould be authorized to 
transfer the Debts home, While the Sales of Goods encreaſed ſufficiently to an- 
ſwer the Demands on the Treaſury at home, there could be no Doubt of the Po- 
licy of accepting all Offers for transferring the Debt from India at a proſitable Rate 
of Exchange, to any Amount, eſpecially as the Rate of Intereſt was then very 
low in this Country, and very high in India, But now, when the Sales have 


fallen off, and the Intereſt of Money has encreaſed at home, and decreaſed in 


India, ſo that the Difference is but ſmall, it ſhould ſeem more eligible to pay 
off the Debt in India, than to bring it home in the Shape of Inveſtment, which 
may lie a conſiderable Time in the Warehouſe before it is ſold. Some Mode of 
Remittance muſt, however, be left for the Company's Servants in India, to 


bring their Fortunes home, otherwiſe the old Complaints of their lending Mo- 


ney to Foreigners to trade with, will be renewed. For theſe Reaſons, I am of 
Opinion, that this Mode of Remittance ſhould never be entirely ſtopped ; 
as nothing could be more injudicious than the old Regulations, by 
which the Company would neither bring home the Fortunes of their Ser- 
vants themſelves, n6r allow thoſe Fortunes to be remitted rains el other 
Channels. 


I have before obſerved, that the Amount of Goods ſold, not paid r, 6 on the 
Firſt of March laſt, exceeded, very conſiderably, the uſual Sum outſtanding, 
and that the Company did not receive, in the laſt Year, ſo much as the Sale of 
their Goods amounted to, by £ 497,669. I therefore propoſe, that as they 
have given this additional Credit, over the Firſt of March, to the Buyers, that 
an equal Credit in Bonds ſhall be given to them, in Addition to the £ 1,500,000 
ſkated in the Act, and that they ſhall be empowered to continue their Bond Debt,
